VY 1933, President Franklin TD. Roose- 
yelt began the rebuilding of the Ameri 
an Navy as insurance that the United 
States may not again find itself in the 
ame position it was prior to the World 
War, At that time, the nation sprang 
feverishly to action in an attempt to pro 
duce overnight a Navy capable of pro 
wting American interests. 

If plans do not go amiss, by 1944 the 
Cnited States will have the largest Navy 
in the world. Begun in 1935 with the 
frst allocation of NIRA funds for ship 
ostruction, the building program has 
teadily gained a planned momentum that 
iwervers believe will bring the effort to 
speak less than five vears hence. 





In 1933, at the direction of the Presi 
ent, $258,000,000 in NIRA funds were 
alloted for the construction of 32 naval 


essels, the only appreciable construction 
since the World War. This allocation, 
coming as it did at a critical time in the 
mtion’s economic history and also after 
sich an extensive period had lapsed since 
iy naval ship constructing had been 
mdertaken, required great energy on the 
part of industry and the Navy Depart 
nent to inaugurate work. Design changes 
contributed to the delay, but by 1938 the 
last of the vessels had been commissioned. 
In 1934, Congress passed the Vinson 
Trammell Act, authorizing a twenty per- 
eit increase in the Navy. Under this 
lithority, 94 ships have been laid down, 
iof which are in service and 49 of 
Which are still building. 

In 1938, Congress in the “billion dollar 
pansion bill” authorized the Navy to 
mild up to treaty limits, following an 
ithorization in 1937 for the construction 
ifsix sorely needed auxilliary vessels. 
Under the billion dollar program, 
hhirty-four combatant ships have been 
tid down, but the first will not be ready 
for service before 1940. At the present 
ace, and with no added impetus such as 
Wer-time and speed-up methods, the final 
vessel Should be completed in 1TH.

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Defense Set-Up Discussed as 500 National Guard 
Leaders Meet; Secretary and Chief of Staff Speak 


More than 500 ranking National Guard 
and Army officers, high figures in Mary 
land and Baltimore civil life, and their 
wives last night heard Secretary of War 
Ilarry Woodring score war-mongers who 
he charged were tending to involve the 
United States in a war which was by no 
means inevitable. 

Secretary Woodring’s address, broad 
cast at 9:30 p.m. over the Blue Network 
of the National Broadcasting Company, 
from the dining room of the Ilotel Emer 
brought to an end the second day 
of the annual convention of the National 
Guard Association of the United States, 
held at Baltimore, Md., 26, 27 and 28 Oct. 

“Americans,” declared Mr. Woodring, 
“since their bitter and disillusioning ex 
periences in the world conflict which ter 
minated some 21 years ago, have ad- 
vanced materially in their recognition 
and knowledge of the utter futility of 
urmed conflict. And, during the past two 
decades, there has continuously developed 
in them the determination to avoid com- 
pletely involvement in’ war—save war 
forced upon them in the defense of their 
own republic, their own homes and their 
own liberties. And in all sincerity and in 
all honesty let me tell you there is ne 
man in public life today who is more de

Retain Army OD’s, Redesigned 
The Army will continue to be clothed 
in olive drab, but the design of the uni 


form will be altered to take on some of 
the features of the slate blue uniform, it 
Was announced this week by Secretary 
of War Woodring. This decision was 
reached as the result’ of studies which 
have been in progress for some time on 
reports received from the units which 


have been equipped with the slate bine 
uniform for test purposes, The tests orig 
inally were to have lasted until Decem 
ber but reports were called for ahead of 
time to speed up the decision. 


Uniforms manufactured and issued 
hereafter will continue to be of the 
familiar olive drab material but will be 


redesigned with a looser cut to the blouse 
incorporating the “bi-swing” (pleated) 
hack Which the test units found much 
more comfortable and easier to work in 
than the old style semi-form fitting back. 
Larger pockets, also will be used, it was 
said. The appearance of the new blouse 
from the front will be virtually identical 
with the present one, it was said. The 
use of trousers, which in recent mouths 
has been extended to virtually all arms 
and services, will be continued, 

The new cut of the uniform will be 
applicable to officers as well as to enlisted 
men, but it is emphasized that there will 
be no necessity for altering uniforms now 
owned by officers, that they can continue 
to wear their present uniforms as long 
us they remain serviceable. But when an 
officer purchases a new uniform, it should 
be tailored on the new specifications. 

The new design has been approved in 
principle by the Secretary and the Chief 
of Staff, but the detailed specifications 
have not been completed. It is expected

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“Dangerously prevalent among some of 
our people today, however, is the assump 
tion that intervention by the United

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Concentration of Army

Divisions Moves Rapidly 

Concentration of the triangular di- 
visions in their training areas proceeded 
stendily this week, while orders to addi- 
tional personnel, including the Infantry 
nnd Field Artillery section commanders, 
were being made to fill out the new or- 
ganizations, 

That the shortage in oflicer personnel 
is being felt keenly is evidenced in the 
announcement that most of the service 
schools have rearranged their courses so 
us to complete theoretical and class room 
work in time to release the student offi- 
cers for duty in the field by 1 Feb, In 
addition plans are going forward, in an- 
ticipation of forthcoming funds from 
Congress, to place 1,300 reserve officers 
on active duty, Already it had been an 
nounced that certain National Guard 
officers will be given short periods of duty 
with the new divisions. 

Shortage in Generals 

Announcement was made this week of 
the assignment of officers to command the 
Infantry and Artillery sections of the five 
new trinngular divisions. While the 
tables of organizations provide that these 
posts shall be held by brigadier generals 
it was found that there are insufficient 
officers of that grade available. Therefore 
half of the sections are to be commanded 
by brigadier generals and half by colonels. 

There is considerable feeling that with 
the increase in the Army there should be 
an inerease in the authorized number of 
general oflicers, The shortage in generals 
will be fell more acutely when the four 
ndditional divisions are formed from the 
increase in enlisted personnel expected to 
be given by congress,

But his number in grade has jumped from 
848 to 602—more than 200—because of 
increase in the higher ranks, regular pro- 
motions and other attrition above him. 
This would leave less than 602 eligible 
for consideration, and the present promo- 
tion list includes officers in the first 114 
files. 

The lieutenant bearing 1989 Signal No. 
3903 is Edmund FE. Garcia, whose 1940 
number will be 3,714. But his number in 
grade is now 1,294, whereas last 1 July, 
it was 1,953. Of the less than 1,294 thus 
eligible for consideration, the present pro- 
motion list (which included 85 names on 
1 July 1939), covered 311 files on that 
date. 

The lieutenant (junior grade) bearing 
Signal No. 5,012 is William H. Sublette, 
whose 1940 number will be 4,778. His 
number in grade has gone from 812 to 
728 as of 1 July. Of the approximately 
700 thus eligible for consideration, the 
present promotion list (which had 336 
names on 1 July) covered 366 files on that 
date.

per cent of the officers accepted for this 
duty will be offered commissions in the 
Regular Army. Selection for appointment 
in the Regular Army will be made on a 
competitive basis under conditions to be 
announced later. Corps Area command- 
ers will prescribe the method of selection 
to be followed in their corps areas. 
Officers must not have reached their 
twenty-cighth birthday by 1 Dee. 1939 
to be eligible and never have been mar- 
ried. Corps Area commanders in making 
their selection will give preference to 
more recent graduates of the ROTC and 
CMTC. The War Department emphasized 
that only the best qualified of reserve offi- 
cers applying for this detail will be se- 
lected. High standards will be maintained 
whether or not quotas can be met. 
Vacancies in the arms or Chemical 
Warfare Service that can not be filled by 
suitably qualified officers of the several 
arms and services may be filled by trans- 
fer of reserve officers in the proper grade 
from other branches who possess the nec- 
essary qualifications without requiring a 
certificate of capacity. All such transfers 
will be in effect only upon the recom- 
mendation by the Corps Area commander 
and after reference to the chief of branch 
to which transfer is desired. Vacancies 
and overages under the corps area allot- 
ment that can not be filled will be re- 
ported not later than 15 Nov. 1939. Appli- 
cants will not be reduced in grade to make 





that the Congress makes funds available 
for the purpose. The reason for making 
the plan at this time is to allow Corps 
Area Commanders time to canvass eligi- 
ble Reserve officers under their respec- 
tive jurisdictions, and then have readily 
available a list of those officers who would 
desire to accept active duty, if offered.

will be six months, with no extensions 
permitted. Selection of officers for active 
duty in the Medical Department will be 
from among those in the grades of cap 
tain or lieutenant who are less than 35 
years of age. These will be placed on ac- 
tive duty for a period of one year, with no 
extensions permitted.

Being potentially 
grong in men and materiel is not sulli 
int guarantee for the assurance of 
vce, We must obtain adequate training 
{personnel and efficient employment of 
gateriel. We must, from time to time, 
meentrate our defensive units to prac 
ice the plays of the team, Otherwise, we 
pend our efforts and our monies on the 
forging of strong links for an unlinked 
hiin—and, unlinked, have no chain at 
ill.” 

This is the reason for the winter con- 
watrations in the South he said, adding, 
hat to be fully effective, they “must be 
yolded into a continuous revolving pro- 
sam covering the next two or three 
years.” 
‘“The National Guard, of course,” he 
mphasized, “enters prominently into this 
yicture of an animated, modernized na- 
tinal defense, Our Initial Protective 
force comprises the Regular Army and 
ihe National Guard. For example, Balti- 
wre’s National Guard units are as in- 
wral a part of this nation’s first line of 
wd defenses as are the Regular Army 
rganizations stationed at nearby Forts 
Howard, Hoyle and Meade. Were it not 
fr the existence of the National Guard 
this country would be forced to maintain 
ipermanent, professional military estab 
lishment of far greater strength than that 
which we now support, The American 
whlic must not lose sight of the fact that 
in our scheme of national defense the 
National Guard plays a role of paramount 
importance from the standpoint of econ 
my in the maintenance of our military 
wtablishment.” 

Secretary Woodring then pointed 
he increased speed of troop movements 
md stated that methods of warfare must 
* readjusted to cope with it. Ile con 
luded with the declaration : 

“Every man and every dollar necessary 
fr the defense of America; but not one 
tan, not one dollar to fight the wars of

Gen. Parsons Urges Complete Defense 

The convention was called to order 
about 10:30 a. m. by Brig. Gen. James C. 
Dozier, NG 8S. C., in the Southern Hotel 
ballroom. Invocation was delivered by 
Lt. Col. F. C. Reynolds, chaplain of the 
Ist Infantry, NG Md. 

Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, Adjutant 
General of Maryland, introduced Gover- 
nor O’Conor and Mayor Howard W. Jack- 
son of Baltimore, who welcomed the 
visiting guardsmen. Responses were 
made by Brig. Gen. Walter A. DeLa- 
mater, NG N. Y., vice president of the 
association, and Brig. Gen. Raymond H. 
Fleming, NG La. 

The remainder of the opening session 
was devoted to an address by Maj. Gen. 
James Kelly Parsons, USA, commanding 
the Third Corps Area. 

Prefacing his remarks with a number 
of references to present Army uniforms, 
on which he made several criticisms 
which caused gales of laughter to sweep 


the assembly, General Parsons stated 
seriously : 

The War Department prohibits regular 
army officers from discussing publicly the 


present war, so national defense is the only 
thing that is left for me to talk about, and 
even as to this my remarks can only be gen- 
eral for I cannot tell you anything that hasn't 
already been published. 

This country wants peace. That is, an 
honorable peace. We object to war, not be 
cause we are afraid, but because we believe 
it is a wrong way to settle controversies. 
But because this nation does not plan to 
attack other nations is no reason for us to 
think that other nations will not attack us. 

Any of the great nations may be our friend 
today, and our enemy tomorrow. For this 
reason we should be prepared to defend our 
selves against any of them. ... 

Our big stick, should be a navy surpassed 
by none and an air force superior to any air 
which might possibly be brought 
against us, anti-aircraft defense sufficient for 
our vital areas, a modern harbor defense to 
cover the approaches to our cities from the 
and a mobile army equipped with the 
latest and best weapons, ° 

But what is the good of the latest arms and 
equipment if we are not trained to use them 
and to maneuver to the best advantage? I 
fully realize that the problem of training the 
National Guard is difficult, for many 
of its members now devote more time to 
training than they ean afford. However, in 
many cases additional time for training can 
be obtained if the drill is so planned that not 
a moment of instruction is wasted, 

The General then went on to say that 
there were many units, such as coast ar 
tillery, anti-aireraft) artillery, engineer 
and medical organizations, in which pri 
vates required but little training while 
the officers needed a great deal. He sug 
gested that if the strength of these units 
were restricted to officers and keymen, the

saving on pay might be used for addi 
tional training, 

General Parsons also urged the pur 
chase or long lease of large areas of 


ground big enough for the exercise of an 
army division in training maneuvers. In 
spite of the fact that there are numerous 
military reservations in Maryland, there 
is no tract in the entire Third Corps area 
big enough for divisional mancuvers, ac- 
cordnig to General Parsons. 

The General also recommended addi 
tional training for noncommissioned offi 
cers of the National Guard, and stated it 
would be wise not to change the organi 
zation of the “heavy” division until after 
this winter’s maneuvers, pointing out 
that changes in the Guard are compli 
eated and costly, and the old division has 
by no means been outmoded by the new 
one. 

The triangular and square divisions, 
he said, are the products of two schools 
of thought which have been discussing 
organization for 20 years, 

Other Notables Present

Business Ends Today 

The sessions of the National Guard 
Association will end today with election 
and induction of officers, election of time 
and place for next year’s meeting, and 
final report of the resolutions committee. 

Principal interest in the election will 
center upon the choice of a vice president, 
for it is that officer who probably will be 
president of the association next year. 

Expansion Is Test of Guard 

The first part of Thursday afternoon's 
session was devoted to the reports of the 
treasurer, secretary and president of the 
association, and to the report of General 
Reckord, chairman of the Legislative 
Committee, who reviewing the increased 
attention given to the National Guard by 
Congress, pointed out that this year for 
the first time in many years, $1,000,000 
had been appropriated to assist in the 
coustruction of State National Guard 
camps. 

Ile pointed out also that about 63 per 
cent of the materiel being purchased is 
for the National Guard, and held that 
the biggest problem of his committee is 
to obtain the same treatment for all com 
ponents of the Army of the United States, 
This, he stated, was largely being ac- 
complished, He suggested that the asso- 
ciation stress that the Federal govern- 
ment should pay those expenses of the 
National Guard which are primarily for 
benefit of the nation as a whole. 

General Reckord was followed by Maj. 
Gen, Albert H. Blanding, chief of the Na 
tional Guard Bureau, who stated that the 
bureau felt that the 45,000-man increase 
is really a test of the ability of the Na- 
tional Guard to meet an emergency, and 
a test of the attitude of the States toward 
a move of this kind. 

Everyone in the guard should rise to 
this “nationally vital occasion,” and give 
au demonstration of what the guard could 
do when called upon at anytime, he em 
phasized. 

Many of the criticisms of the National 
Guard after the Plattsburg maneuvers, 
General Blanding charged, were unjusti 
fied. The condition of the guard was bet- 
ter than in former years, he said, attrib- 
uting the focusing of public attention on 
the maneuvers to the troubled European 
situation. 

The present state of training, General 
Blanding said, is very satisfactory. Gen 
eral standards are high. However, com 
manders and staffs have not speeded up 
to meet the increased mobility of the 
army: orders have been delayed unduly, 
he said. 

Ilowever, said the bureau chief, units 
should qualify completely in firing during 
the armory drill periods, leaving the an 
nual camp periods free for other train- 
ing. Entirely too high a percentage of 
men are excused from firing, he com 
plained. 

The Air Corps units are in an excellent 
state of readiness, General Blanding 
said, adding that there has been a short 
age of pilot and observer training which 
is being corrected rapidly. General 
Blanding expressed gratification also 
over the increasing number of officers and 
men who are taking Army extension 
COUPSeS. 

The new strength of 235,000 was only 
adopted, he continued, after the bureau 
had made the most careful calculations 
as to how far stocks of equipment on 
hand and available money would go in 
procuring uniforms and equipment. 

Referring to equipment, General

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strength, 14 antiaircraft regiments, ex- 

cept for certain searchlights and sound 

locators. 

Current procurement includes 60- 
mm and 81-mm trench mortars; semi- 
automatic rifles, scout cars, light tanks, 
aircraft machine guns, searchlights, 3- 
inch antiaireraft guns and directors, 
caliber .50 machine guns, 75-mm gun 
and 155-mm howitzer adapters, and 
many other items. 

When Air Corps procurement is com- 
pleted, each of the 29 squadrons—in- 
cluding eight to be activated in 1941 
will have one basic combat plane, ten 
North American or Curtiss observation 
planes and three short range liaison 
planes, 

Funds for a new edition of the Na- 
tional Guard Register have been ob- 
tained and copy is now at the Govern 
ment Printing Office. The volume will 
soon be ready, and attempts will be 
made to have an edition printed every 
other year, 

General Blanding criticized the lack of 
eas masks, stating there were only eight 
for each 100 men, and no further issues 
were planned though procurement for 
war reserves was being made. “It seems 
to me,” he said, “that to be truly prepared 
for any emergency, all units should have 
their wartime gas masks on hand, even 
if they are kept in the original packages 
to prevent deterioration.” 

New tables of organization are being 
prepared for the Air Corps units, to pro- 
mote their efficiency, he said, and the 
number of caretakers for each squadron 
is being increased from 13 to 21. 

Concluding, the General paid tribute to 
General Malin Craig, retired Chief of 
Staff, for his support of the National 
Guard, and stated that the new chief, 
General Marshall, has probably more 
National Guard experience than any 
other general officer in the Regular Army. 

The General’s report was followed by 
a short discussion on the strength of the 
national guard and on camp construction 
and repair programs. 

Will Support Field Training 

Friday morning’s session was opened 
with an address by Representative J. 
Buell Snyder, chairman of the War De 
partment sub-committee of the louse 
Appropriations Committee, who praised 
General Reckord for his helpfulness to 
the committee and stated that, during his 
chairmanship, he had seen strength of 
the National Guard increased by Con 
gress from 190,000 to 210,000, and appre 
priations for ordnance materiel Jumped 
from $15,000,000 to $115,000,000, with con 
tractural authorizations for $56,000,000 
more, 

Representative Snyder declared = his 
readiness to support any appropriations 
which would result in holding of field 
exercises and stated that, since the draft 
ing of the Protective Mobilization Plan 
had clarified the Army’s needs, Congress 
had been better able to assist In the 
meeting of them. 

“We shall not stop,” he concluded, “un 
til those of you to whom we look for 
guidance tell us we have gone as far as 
prudence demands” in preparing for na 
tional defense, 

A discussion on uniforms followed, led 
by Brig. Gens. George EK. Leach and Wil 
liam H. Sands. Declaring that the proper 
uniform was one in which the men did 
not perspire, the officers pointed out that 
the wide range of climate in the United 
States made selection of proper types 
difficult, 

Three soldiers posed for inspection 
one clad in the old O. D. with marching 
kit, one in the slate blues with overcoat, 
and one in the type of outfit suggested by 


General Parsous windbreaker and 
hunting cap with turn down flaps, The 


assembly was reminded that the Army 
this week rejected the color and material 
of the slate blues, but had decided to 
manufacture the same general style in 
the present olive drab. 

Eventually, it was said, each National 
Guard unit should have its own distine 
tive dress uniform. 

Maj. Gen. Roy D. Keehn, NG UL, then

that these new specifications will be ready 
for the service next week. 

Production of the new design OD’s will 
begin almost immediately, for the re- 
quirements for issue uniforms have in 
creased enormously with the recently 
authorized increases in the Regular Army 
und the National Guard. It is estimated 
that nearly 100,000 uniforms are required 
to tuke care of the increased personnel 
and current replacements. The problem 
is a huge one for the Quartermaster 
Corps, for the demands on our woolen 
textile industry have grown by leaps and 
bounds since the Kuropean war broke 
out, 

The text of the official announcement 
concerning the new uniform, issued by the 
War Department 25 Oct., follows: 

“The Secretary of War, the Honorable 
Itarry H. Woodring, announced today 
that the War Department has decided to 
retain the present olive drab color for 
the Army field uniform, but that the pres- 
ent standard design will be altered to 
conform in many respects to that used 
in the slate blue uniform tried experi- 
mentally by certain units of the Army 
during the past year. 

“Army troops at the posts of Fort Bliss, 
Texas; Madison Barracks, New York; 
Fort Francis b. Warren, Wyoming; Fort 
Sheridan, Hlinois; and Fort George G. 
Meade, Maryland, have conducted exten- 
sive tests since the latter part of 1938, 
under all varieties of weather conditions 
and over all types of terrain. As the War 
Department announced at the beginning 
of these tests, it was believed that the 
slate blue color would provide greater 
camouflage characteristics than that of 
the present olive drab. While this was 
true under certain conditions, yet it was 
determined that for all-weather, all-year- 
round wear, and for all types of terrain, 
the olive drab color proved superior to 
slate blue so far as camouflage was con- 
cerned, 

“The reports received from all the agen- 
cies concerned in the test have been thor- 
oughly analyzed by the War Department, 
and while the color was not found to be 
as satisfactory as the present olive drab, 
yet there was no doubt in the minds of 
those testing the experimental uniform 
of the superiority of the slate blue uni- 
form's design. This design was made with 
the objective of providing greater com- 
fort to the wearer under field conditions, 
and thus lessening fatigue. The essential 
eharacteristics of this uniform are the 
loose cut of the shoulder, permitting free- 
dom in arm movement, and the use of 
long trousers instead of breeches, The 
long trousers can be used with short 
canvas leggings which eliminates the 
difficulties previously experienced in the 
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proper fit of knee breeches previously 
worn with spiral leggings. Therefore, the 
decision was reached that for future uni- 
forms these features would be embodied 
in the design.”

Curtail Service Schools 

Curtailment of the courses at most of 
the service schools was announced by the 
War Department this week, The move 
will have a double action effect in that it 
will afford the students actual field train- 
ing in lieu of the simulated field training 
at the schools and will also help to make 
up some of the shortage of officers now 
being felt in make up the five triangular 
divisions for the field exercises. 

Plans under way contemplate the use 
of these schools and their facilities for 
extending additional instruction to junior 
National Guard and Reserve officers. 
Therefore there will not be a material 
change in faculty assignments. It is pro 
posed to set up courses of about one 
mouth’s duration each to which National 
Guard and Reserve oflicers could be sent 
for refresher courses in the most up-to- 
date use of modern weapons and tactics 
with the new organizations. 

The War Department announced that 
the courses have been re-arranged to take 
advantage of the divisional and = corps 
maneuvers being planed for next spring 
in the southern and western parts of the 
United States. 

“By a re-urrangement of the present 
course of instruction,” the Department 
stated, “it will be possible to terminate 
the theoretical portion by 1 Feb. 1940, 
und complete instruction of this person- 
nel by practical experience in the field 
immediately thereafter, Heretofore, these 
courses have simulated field training to 
the maximum extent made possible by 
the use of school troops or through the 
medium of command post exercises. This 
year, due to the availability of the new 
triangular divisions in their southern 
and western concentrations, the students 
will enjoy the advantage of putting into 
practical application the theoretical train- 
ing received up to 1 Feb.”

WHILE THE NATION IS PROUD of the Navy at sea, there are matters of ad- 
ministrative organization which properly cause it concern, They involve a creaking 
departmental system with bureaus at odds, and the absence of a high advisory body 
authorized to recommend policies to the Secretary which will contribute to the power 
and efficiency of the forces afloat. As a step toward ending the friction between the 
bureaus charged with design, construction, engineering, armor and armament and 
equipment, the President has created the office of coordinator for material. It may 
prove of value; it may not, All the country knows to date is that some years ago de- 
fects developed in light cruisers, which had to be remedied; that, later, defects ap- 
peared in an aircraft carrier, which received correction, and that only recently it 
was revealed that some of the latest destroyers were faulty in design. Again, the 
country is concerned over the question of whether it is a wise policy to build battle- 
ships costing 90 millions each. The question arose over the sinking of the Royal Oak 
by the German Submarine that penetrated Scapa Flow. Here was a vessel, unguarded 
to be sure, that turned turtle after three torpedoes pierced her skin and exploded, 
Then, too, there was the aircraft carrier Courageous that was destroyed by a torpedo, 
If the German battleship Gneisenau really was irreparably damaged by a bomb which 
happened to fall into her smokestack, what protection have we provided against such 
an accident? In other words, the battleship, and particularly the expensive ones we 
are about to build, is on trial in the public mind, and it is essential that its value 
should be convincingly exposed to the public. In order that the Navy might have the 
guidance of the ablest and most experienced officers of the Service, Secretary Long, 
after the Spanish war, organized the General Board, and placed Admiral Dewey at 
its head. That Board was independent of the Bureaus and to it the Secretary re- 
ferred questions of design, tactics and strategy for advice, and that advice was ac- 
cepted or rejected by him without consultation with the Bureaus. Time enabled the 
Bureaus to chisel the authority of the Board, with the result that it is no longer a 
power but a place to which oflicers about to retire are assigned. The need of such a 
Board, which operated more or less as a General Staff on policy, is as great today 
as it was when created. As we celebrate Navy Day, the birthday of Theodore Roose- 
velt, it is appropriate to recall that he said: “Nothing effective can be done for the 
Navy once war has begun, and the result of war, if the combatants otherwise are 
equally matched, will depend upon which power has prepared best in time of peace.” 
Fortunately, the United States Flect is more or less independent of the Navy Depart- 
ment, which accounts largely for its efficiency, but the Fleet must have efficiency 
also at home, and for this reason the Navy Department should be provided with a 
well run organization, and that without further delay. 


THERE ARE ENCOURAGING indications that the changes in the Army uni- 
form, announced this week, may settle the subject for some time to come. If this be 
true, the service will be quite pleased, for the uncertainty which has existed con- 
cerning Army uniforms during recent years has been a source of irritation to service 
personnel, as well as to the tailoring and textile businesses. There are hopes now, 
however, with the large number of uniforms the Quartermaster Corps will be called 
upon to produce to supply the new increments for the Regular Army and the Na- 
tional Guard, that the changes in design, once made, will be stabilized for a long 
period, Other favorable aspects of the new design are that its appearance from the 
front, we are assured, will not differ noticeably from that of the present uniform and 
that all uniforms now in the possession of officers and enlisted men may be con- 
tinued to be worn as long as they are serviceable. Uniforms purchased hereafter must 


conform to the new cut. Every effort should be exerted by the War Department to | 


assure that its policy authorizing the wearing of the present uniform is carried 
out in spirit as well as in letter. Post commanders and organization commanders 
should not be permitted to exert any subtle pressure or influence on the members of 
their commands to procure the new uniform immediately. What Secretary Woodring 
and General Marshall are seeking now is a well trained field army and for that 
objective the niceties of uniform dress, so often sought by unit commanders, need 
not be over stressed. This is true as well of the officers of the Reserve Corps and 
the National Guard who have equipped themselves with the present uniform and 
whose use of it is such that it should remain serviceable for some time to come.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs——Through the speeches which the belligerent authorities have made 
this week, there runs the suggestion that thought must be given to the question of 
peace after the war shall have ended. Coupled with this suggestion are horrific 
threats by German Foreign Minister von Ribbentrop and Air Marshal Goering, and 
sharp replies by Prime Minister Chamberlain and Dominion Secretary Eden. The 
German propaganda tactics have continued to contemplate the detachment of France, 
and the creation of world sentiment against England. Von Ribbentrop in recaptured 
Danzig sang the hymn of hate against the latter. He endeavored to appeal to the 
United States by a reference to the British failure to pay her World War debt. 
Goering stated that “the moment has come when the war desired by England must 
rain down on the British Isle itself.” Chamberlain quoted von Ribbentrop as saying 
three years ago that the only real danger to Europe and the British Empire was 
the spread of communism, a quotation obviously directed to the attention of Stalin. 
He further said that if the German decision was to continue the struggle with all 
their energy and strength, there was only one reply and England was prepared to 
muke it. Eden pointed out that Hitler has lost the initiative, that his road to the 
jast is blocked by Russia and Turkey, and that on the western front it is barred by 
the increasing strength of the British and French Armies. 

In the meantime, comparative quiet reigns on the Western Front, and it is 
predicted will continue to reign throughout the winter. Although this will mean 
more difficulty for Germany than for Britain and France, it will be in accord with 
the apparent policy of Hitler, which is to make no attack on France. In other words, 
he has deliberately transferred the initiative to the Allies so that the French people 
will understand he is living up to his word not to war on them. Probably he is 
hopeful that inaction will increase the peace sentiment among them, and that by 
spring there will be dissatisfaction with the Daladier policy, perhaps the overthrow 
of his Ministry, and the inauguration of a new Government with which peace nego- 
tiations might be conducted, It will be recalled that during the World War this 
also was the propaganda policy of the Kaiser’s Government, but it met with no success 
because German troops had invaded France and were entrenched on her soil. If 
British population centers be not bombed, if air attacks be limited to naval bases, 
admittedly the will to fight will not be encouraged, and greater heed will be paid 
by the people to the peace appeals of Lloyd George. As to the latter, there is sus- 
picion that he would not be talking as he is doing without prior consultation with 
Chamberlain. 

However this may be, the war is continuing to rage on the diplomatic front. 
It has been particularly active this week in connection with the Balkans. The Anglo- 
Turkish Treaty is a form of guarantee for Roumania and Greece, which Poland 
did not have, for it provides that if Germany, Italy, Hungary or Greece attacks 
either of them, they will be defended by Turkey and the Allies. On the other hand if 
Russia attacks Roumania, Turkey is not bound to intervene. An aspect of the 
Treaty which has not escaped attention, is that if the Soviets should threaten 
Turkey with war unless she closed the Dardanelles, the Angora Government will not 
be obliged to open them. Chamberlain, himself, in explaining the Treaty to Parlia- 
ment described it as a purely defensive instrument threatening no one and designed 
only to oppose resistance to aggression. Whether the Soviets will interpret this 
language as safeguarding Roumania from their action will be developed when 
Turkey resumes negotiations with Moscow. The British have not lost hope that 
those negotiations will be helpful in countering German attempts to induce Stalin 
to join with them in the war against the Allies.. So far as Italy is concerned, it is 
apparent her desire to maintain neutrality has been strengthened by the threat of 
Turkish and Allied hostilities, and by her need of preserving her position in the 
Balkans, menaced by the general understanding of a division of interest in that 
area by Germany and Russia. 

The negotiations between Russia and Finland, which were resumed, have been 
again interrupted, showing that the compromise proposal made by the latter has 
not been accepted. If it be true that the Kremlin is merely asking for the neutraliza- 
tion of the strategic Aaland Islands, it is believed the Finns eventually will agree. 
These Islands remained unfortified for a long period of time as a result of an 
European agreement, and the acknowledgement now of such a procedure would 
restore that condition. It is understood the Soviets have made clear they have no 
intention of making war upon their neighbor, but are insistent upon concessions which 
will enable control of the Gulf of Finland, 

The Japanese Government is known to be earnestly seeking a rapprochement 
with the United States in spite of the sharp criticism of the conduct of its Armies 
in China by Ambassador Grew. If an adjustment of the differences between the two 
Governments should be effected, it would have a powerful effect upon the situation 
in Europe. 

The capture of the City of Flint by the German cruiser Emden and her con- 
veyance to Murmansk, caused a demand by the State Department upon Russia 
for her surrender, There is little doubt she will be freed, although there is some 
question as to the contraband character of her cargo, which was consigned to 
England. The capture resulted in a collapse of the opposition in the Senate to the 
President's neutrality program, and its adoption by a large majority was assured 
early in the week. There is stronger opposition in the House than in the Upper 
Chamber, but the President is confident the report of the Conference Committee 
which will be satisfactory to him, will be adopted. 











Navy Retired and Reserve Officers to Active Duty—-Pursuant to the authority 
granted in the President’s executive order of 8S Sept., the Navy Department has placed 
considerable numbers of retired and reserve oflicers on active duty for the duration 
of the “national emergeney.” Under that executive order the Navy was “authorized 
to order to active duty such officers and men of the Naval Reserve and Marine Corps 
Reserve other than transferred members of the Fleet Reserve and the Fleet Marine 
Corps Reserve, including aviation cadets, as he may deem necessary and as agree 
voluntarily to serve.” The Department has adopted a policy that no reservist or 
retired officer will be placed on active duty except “on written request from a re- 
sponsible official under whose jurisdiction he is to serve.” Thus, it is emphasized, 
it is useless for retired officers or reservists to enter into correspondence with the 
Department seeking active duty. 

The Department has instituted a policy of strict secrecy as to the numbers or 





————. 
names of retired officers or reservists called to active duty, but it is believed that ‘a 
rather large number has been called so far. It is noted that there are a considerapjp 
number on duty in Washington. In fact so many have been called that one of the 
executive departments (the Post Office) has had to ask the comptroller genera] for 
a ruling as to the status of his employees who leave for service with the Nay 
“Numerous employees in the custodial service of this Department,” the Postmaste, 
General wrote, “who are members of the Fleet Reserve and Naval Reserve hay. 
been recalled to active duty in the United States Navy. Your decision is requested 
us to whether these employees may be granted leave without pay for the time they 
may be on active duty in the Navy. It will also be appreciated if you will adyise 
whether such employees should be required to take the annual leave with pay to 
which they may be entitled or whether such leave may remain to their credit during 
their indefinite absence.” 

In his reply the Comptroller General held as follows: “In the absence of statute 
or regulation providing otherwise, the Postmaster General may grant leave of 
absence without pay or furlough to employees in the Custodial Service of the Pos 
Office Department for an indefinite period while they are on active duty in the 
Navy as members of the Naval Reserve under authority of the act of June 25, 1938 
52 Stat. 1175, and Executive Order No. 8245 dated September 8, 1939. Unused leave of 
absence earned by employees in the Custodial Service of the Post Office Departmen 
may remain to their credit during their indefinite absence or furlough without pay 
while they are on active duty in the Navy as members of the Navy Reserve under 
authority of the act of June 25, 1988, 52 Stat. 1175, and Executive Order No, 8245 
dated September 8, 1939, there being no regulation requiring that all accumulated 
unused annual leave be granted to such employees prior to the granting of leave of 
absence without pay. 18 Comp. Gen. 653, involving employees subject to Uniform 
Annual Leave Regulations issued under act of March 14, 1936, 49 Stat. 1161, dis 
tinguished.”

All board changes were made effective 16 Oct. 


Atlantie Coast Hydrographic Surveys—New and accurate data on the configura. 
tion of the ocean bottom well offshore off the Carolina coasts, last surveyed in the 
nature of a reconnaissance some twenty years ago, will be obtained by the survey 
ships Oceanographer and Lydonia of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, Department of 
Commerce, when they put to sea for winter operations in the near future, Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce J, Monroe Johnson, has announced. The data which will be 
obtained in these offshore hydrographic surveys along the South Atlantic coast from 
Cape Fear, N. C., to St. Helena Sound, 8. C., will be of interest and value to mariners 
and geologists. 

When the Oceanographer, under command of F. 8S. Borden, puts to sea from 
Charleston, S. C., on survey work, that vessel will be operating under conditions vast 
ly different from those prevailing as recently as twenty years ago when officers now 
filling administrative positions in the Washington office were going to sea on sue 
surveys, 

For one thing, weather conditions will not affect the work of the Oceanographer 
as formerly. In the old days, the surveyors had to wait for good visibility so as 
he able to observe on shore objects for locating a ship on the sounding lines, Many 
days during good weather otherwise, it was necessary to lie at anchor awaiting dis 
persion of the haze from southwest winds. 

The tall, cumbersome hydrographic signals erected on shore for observatio! 
purposes have been replaced by sono radio buoys. The survey ship is located now ly 
the use of T.N.T. bombs and by determination of the velocity of sound waves from 
these bombs between the ship and the sono radio buoys. Where in former times th 
position of the survey ship was limited to “fixes” obtained by sextant angles on fall 
signals on shore, today the survey ship’s position may be fixed with equal facility 
even though 150 miles offshore, by using the velocity of sound in sea water. 

In the matter of soundings, the contrast is, if anything, even greater. The nol! 
ble Challenger Expedition between 1873 and 1876 made a total of 504 deep sea soune 
ings. The Coast and Geodetic Survey Ship Blake, between 1874 and 1879, set a thet 
record with 3,195 soundings. The Lydonia, in fifteen working days in July 19 
recorded 12,498 soundings and covered an area of 1,764 square miles. In five montls 
of the same year, the Hydrographer, working in the Gulf of Mexico, covered 6,5! 
square miles and made 82,986 soundings. 

By means of radio acoustic ranging for determining the ship’s position and ech 
sounding for obtaining the depths, a practically continuous profile of the oceal 
bottom may be obtained by the survey ship. Where formerly it was only practicabl 
to get a sounding about every mile or so, with echo sounders it is now possible to get 
soundings only a few feet apart. 

With the precise fathometer recently developed by the Coast and Geodetic 
vey for depths between 10 feet and 120 feet, the depth is obtained within an accurac 
of one-fourth inch. In the old days in deep sea sounding, about an hour or more Wé 
required for a sounding in 20,000 feet, and it was necessary that the ship be stoppe 
Today that same sounding can be obtained in 8% seconds with the ship at full spec 
So precise is this latest type of fathometer that it is possible for a ship to follow - 
mediately along the depth curve which corresponds to contour lines on the ordinar

maps of the land. 
The Oceanographer and Lydonia will be engaged on the surveys along the sou” 
Atlantic coast from the 10-fathom curve well out into the Gulf Stream until well it 
the latter part of April 1940. ood 
The survey ship Hydrographer, G. C. Mattison commanding, has recently shifte 
her base of operations from Galveston, Texas, to Pensacola, Florida, and has take! 
up similar survey work in the eastern Gulf of Mexico. 


Army Bands—As a part of the reorganization of the Infantry Division the . 
regimental bands have been abolished and their personnel absorbed in the formal” 
of divisional bands and station bands. Tables of organizations have been works 
out and approved for the new regimental bands. Whereas the old regimental ban’ 
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nsisted of 28 men the new divisional bands will have 50 men each. In the new 
jivisional bands there will be one Warrant Officer (band leader) and 50 enlisted 
men in grades and ratings as follows: one technical sergeant, two staff sergeants, 
ven sergeants, four corporals, and 35 privates first class. Specialists’ ratings will 
je distributed among the privates first class as follows: third class, five; fourth 
dass, ten; fifth class, ten; and sixth class, ten. 


jron and Steel Serap— Authentic information on stocks of iron and steel scrap, a 
patter of unusual significance from the viewpoint of national defense, will be made 
available as the result of a survey of dealers’ and consumers’ stocks and the rate of 
ensumption of iron and steel scrap for the month of September, 1939, inaugurated by 
the Bureau of Mines. This action is in keeping with the previously announced policy 
of the Bureau of Mines to present timely factual data on the strategic and highly 
esential mineral raw materials during the present international crisis. Secretary 
Ickes stated that the recent rise in steel activity emphasized the need for careful 
watching of the situation in ferrous raw materials. Adequate data are available on 
iron ore and pig iron, he said, but little is known as to the present stocks of scrap. 
He stated that Dr. John W. Finch, Director of the Bureau of Mines, had advised him 
that the survey has been endorsed by the Army and Navy Munitions Board, and that 
the full cooperation of the American Iron and Steel Institute on behalf of the con 
wmers and of the Institute of Scrap Iron and Steel and the National Association of 
Waste Material Dealers on behalf of the dealers has been pledged. 


Status of Personnel on Maneuvers—It will be noted that officers and enlisted men 
frming the divisions going to special training areas in the South have all been 
vent in the status of “temporary change of station,” their regular home stations 
remaining as their permanent duty station. This also is true of most of the new 
ficers who have been assigned to the stream-lined divisions since their organization. 
This status of being under “temporary change of station” provides transportation 
for the officers and men themselves but precludes the transportation of any dependents 
at government expense. Thus, if any wives or members of the families wish to 
acompany the officers of enlisted men to the training areas, where they will be for 
at least the next four months, the transportation must be at their own expense. 
The drawing of rental allowances remains in the same status as prevailed at their 
home station. Thus, if an officer and his family occupies government quarters at 
their home station, no rental allowance can accrue while the officer is away during 
the training period. However, if he was on commutation of quarters at his perma- 
nent station before he departed he can continue to draw rental allowance while he 
isdown South and can use it, if he pleases, to house his family in the southern area. 

As to movement of baggage, also, officers are much restricted if moving under 
wmporary change of station orders. For example, on permanent change of station 
the baggage transportable at government expense runs from 6,000 pounds for a second 
lieutenant to 14,500 pounds for a major general, while on temporary change of station 
the allowance is much smaller. On temporary change of station the baggage allow- 
ace, as provided in AR 30-960, is as follows: second lieutenant and warrant officer, 
2” pounds; first lieutenant and contract surgeon, 200 pounds; captain, 300 pounds ; 
lieutenant colonel and major, 400 pounds; colonel, 600 pounds; brigaditvr general, SOO 
pounds ; and major general, 1,000 pounds. 


Naval Shipbuilding Race—-Steady gains in the size of the navies of the United 
Mates, Great Britain, France, Germany and Italy were shown by a compilation of 
information received at the Navy Department from unofficial sources up to 1 Oct. 
{comparison of the tabulation with one made 1 March, shows, for instance, that 
fermany has increased the number of completed submarines by 14 and has 16 more 
willing than were underway in March. During the period, she added 12. surface 
vessels to her fleet; Italy added two; Britain, 15, and the United States, seven. 

The totals include some war losses up to 1 Oct., the loss of the British aircraft 
arrier Courageous and the French mine-layer Pluton being shown, for instance. 

The United States as of 1 Oct. was shown with 257 surface and 95 sub-surface 
ieasels, compared with 250 and 87, respectively, shown 1 March, Authorization 
wftwo 45,000-ton battleships brought the total built and building to 23. The actual 
umber completed remained at 15, of which one is over-age. Carriers remained at 
ve built, two building. The commissioning of one heavy cruiser brought the total 
if that class to 18, all under-age. None are now building. 

The total of light cruisers increased from 16 to 17, but of these, two passed 
ite the over-age class. At the same time, two more were authorized, bringing the 
otal built and building to 25, as against 28 on 1 March. One large mine liver is also 
Wilding. Five new destroyers placed in service increased the total of under-age 
esels of that class from 50 to 55, which added to the 167 over-age destroyers, gives 
‘total of 222. Although five were launched, number building now stands at 42, 
mmred with 30. showing eight new authorizations, for a grand total, built’ and 
liMding of 264.

Battleships remained static on the two compilations, with 15 built, all under 
and nine building. There were also three monitors, Aircraft carriers decreased 
Yone from seven to six, of which one is over-age. Seven are building. There are 
‘addition an under-age small carrier of 4.800 tons and an over-age carrier of 64410 
MS. Latest compilations showed no change in the heavy cruiser class; 15 are in 
vice, none building. 

Two light cruisers were added, giving a total of 49 of that class, of which 2% 
i over-age.

France showed little change. Number of surface vessels decreased by one, to 
, and humber of subs remained static at 76. Eight new surface and four new 


sub-surface vessels were put on the ways. 

The Republic has seven battleships, of which one became over-age during the 
period, Four are building. She has two aircraft carriers and two are building. Seven 
heavy cruisers are in service, and 11 light cruisers, with three more of that class on 
the ways. There are 71 destroyers of which only one is over-age. Eight were added 
to the 22 on the ways, bringing total under construction to 30, Loss of her only large 
mine-liyer was responsible for the surface fleet reduction, 

No new submarines were commissioned, and four of the 76 passed into the 
over-age class, giving France, incidentally, her first over-age subs, 

Italy during the period increased her surface craft by two, Three new vessels 
were added but an over-age C-type cruiser was removed, Submarines remained static 
at 105, of which only seven are over-age. Llowever, 12 new subs were authorized, in 
addition to the 16 already on the ways. 

There are four battleships built and four building, and also an old armored 
cruiser and five new monitors in the capital ship class. No aireraft carriers are built 
or building, and the number of heavy cruisers remains at seven. There are 14 light 
Italian cruisers, of which only two are overage. The number building was increased 
from 12 to 14. Six new destroyers were commissioned, bringing total to 130, of which 
$2 are over-age. Ten more destroyers were authorized. 

Germany has seven battleships, of which two are over-age. The number under 
construction was increased from three to four. Two aircraft carriers are building. 
During the period, two heavy cruisers—Germany’s first-—-were put into service, leay 
ing three still on the ways. Light cruisers remained at six built, four building. 

hight new destroyers were commissioned, but at the same time seven passed 
into the over-age category. Totals are now 33 under-age (increase of one), 12 over 
age (increase of 7). At the same time six new destroyers were authorized, leaving 
nine still on the ways. Thirty torpedo boats are also on the ways. Two new mine 
layers were added, giving total of 12. 

Submarines now total 58, 14 new ones having been commissioned, And 30 more 
have been authorized, so 43 are under construction, compared with 27 in March, 
despite the completion of the 14.

Cavalry——The Cavalry Board is testing one of the new 60-mm, mortars. Much of 
the firing has been completed, but other parts of the test will be delayed until pack 
equipment is received, Packing accessories are now being fabricated by the Ordnance 
Department, and will be so designed that ammunition may be packed on the horse in 
original shipping containers. The question of the desirability of altering all caliber 
0 machine guns in Cavalry to provide a pull-type trigger and a selective firing con 
trol device to provide for positive single shot fire is being investigated. It is under 
stood that a gun is being altered by the Ordnance Department to include these fea 
tures and when completed will be furnished the board for test. 

The matter of anti-gas equipment for horses still presents a serious problem which 
is the subject for continual study by the board, while it maintains liaison with the 
Chemical Warfare Service which is conducting definite research in the subject. At 
present the board has on hand, undergoing service tests, 14 horse gas masks of the 
newly adopted standard type, M111, embodying certain modifications over the ones 
previously tested by the Cavalry and the Field Artillery. These changes involve mat 
ters of fit, serviceability and method of bucking straps, while seven of the masks to 
be tested have had added an outlet valve in an effort to reduce the amount of mois 
ture which collects in the mask over a period of time due to exhalations of the animal 
as well as to a certain amount of slobbering. In addition a Czechoslovakian mask is 
also being tested. This is of a canister type, is rather awkward and cumbersome and 
does not appear to be very promising. However the study of a canister type of mask 
is continuing. Research is being conducted to provide suitable protection for the 
horse against vesicants. Any type of covering or boots appears to be impracticable at 
the moment but efforts are being made to develop something in the nature of a neu- 
tralizing salve which might afford suflicient protection for a few hours at a time. 
The board is expecting the arrival shortly of a few new type Service and Diaphragm 
Gas Masks for test. 


Lone Horse Wrecks Plane—A_ hesitant horse which had meandered onto the First 
Cavalry Division airfield at Saragosa, Texas, 18 Oct. caused the complete “wash- 
out” of one of the latest types of Army observation planes, and only the sturdy con- 
struction of the plane saved its entire crew from death. The ship, piloted by Lt. 
W. W. Ifolmes, with Lt. F. B. Gimble as observer, was returning to Saragosa Field 
for refueling after completing an observation mission in the maneuvers. Just as the 
wheels touched the ground at 8O miles an hour, a stray horse appeared from no- 
where and cut across the line of flight of the plane, stopped, and started forward 
again. Lieutenant Holmes, striving desperately at his controls, sought to prevent 
a collision with the animal, but his brakes locked so hard that the ship performed a 
complete ground-loop and then hurtled over on its back. None of the crew was 
injured and crawled out of the wreckage in a daze. The plane is, to all intents and 
purposes, a complete wreck, 

As to the horse, when the crew of the plane had 
looked them over casually and continued to munch 


gotten to their feet, he or she

Army Air Corps—Savings in estimated costs of training pilots for the Army Air 
Corps are making it possible to train 140 cadets, in addition to the number it had 
originally been planned to put through the nine-month course. The classes beginning 
about 18 Noy. and 80 Dee. will each have 70 cadets in addition to the 396 it had been 
intended to start in each group. As a result of this increase, 4,496 pilots will have 
begun training at the end of the program instead of the 4,356 for which original plans 
called. 

Ilowever, this entire number is not composed of selections from the eligible list, 
for, in September, 149 graduates of the June class at the Military Academy began 
training, reducing by that figure the number of civilians and enlisted men who entered 
that class. 

The nine civilian flying schools which have contracts for the first three-months’ 
training have already been allotted their shares of the increase in students. Alabama 
Institute of Aeronautics, Chicago School of Aeronautics, Lincoln Airplane and Flying 
School and Parks Air College will receive five additional students each, the others, 
10 each. 

In order to bolster the dwindling list of eligibles for flying training, on which 
great inroads are being made by the task of providing 396 cadets each six weeks, 
travelling boards will visit schools and colleges, beginning early in November. The 
boards will follow the same procedures employed by the flying boards this spring, but 
the new groups will be appointed by the Corps Area Commanders—one for each Corps 

and will function within the limits of their respective areas. 
The Physiological Research Laboratory at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, has de- 
veloped a shoulder safety belt, designed to reduce the number of injuries caused by 
“jack-knifing” after a crash. It has been found that lower parts of the body often 
escape injury in a minor crash, being held to the seat by the safety belt, while upper 
parts of the trunk and head are catapulted forward against the instrument panel 
or other projections. 

The new belt resembles a pair of suspenders passing over the user’s shoulders. 
The front ends are latched to the standard lap type safety belt, the back ends are 
anchored to the airplane seat. The shoulder belt can be released simultaneously with 
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the latch on the standard lap belt. It can be adjusted separately from taut to slag, 
position by pressing a knob on the side of the seat which operates a coiled spring unde, 


the seat. 


The belt should also be useful in acrobatic maneuvers and in arrested landing, 
on an airplane carrier. Experimental tests showed the subject “jack-knifing” withoy 
the belt on an impact deceleration of 8 G’s; but when belt was used there wag y 
“jack-knifing” up to 15 G’s, and it is estimated an impact deceleration of 30 G’s coyjq 
be withstood without serious injury. Surprisingly, tests showed no tendency of thy 
head to jerk forward over the body when the belt was worn. 

If results of service tests are as favorable as those of the experimental tests, t}y 
shoulder belt probably will be adopted as an Air Corps standard.

Military Order of the World War 
Lt. Comdr. Charles A. Mills, USNR, of 
Miami, Florida, was elected Commander- 
in-Chief of the Military Order of the 
World War at the 19th National Conven- 
tion held in Roanoke, Va., 18 to 21 Oct., 
inclusive. He succeeds Col. Edward N. 
Wentworth, FA-Res., of Chicago. 

One of the first acts of the Convention 
was to adopt a resolution which literally 
calls for a two-ocean navy, and directed 
its national Legislative Committee and 


the organizations in the various States 
to exert every effort to bring this about. 


The resolution briefly is as follows: 

“WITEREAS, the protection of long 
exposed coastlines on both oceans and the 
security of their connection at Panama are 
essential to national defense of the United 
States: and: 

“WIIEREAS, security against territorial 
attack requires that hostile approach be re- 
pelled while still far from our shores; there 
fore be it 

“RESOLVED by the Military Order of the 
World War in its nineteenth annual conven-

tion assembled, at Roanoke, Virginia, that

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Honor General McCoy 

Maj. Gen. Frank R. MeCoy, USA-Ret., 
was awarded a Roosevelt Medal for 1939 
at presentation ceremonies conducted 27 
Oct. at the Roosevelt House, 28 East 20th 
St.. New York City. The presentation 
was made by James R. Garfield, presi- 
dent of the Roosevelt Memorial Associa- 
tion, Other recipients of the awards were 
Dr. George Washington Carver, in the 
field of science, and Carl Sandburg, for 
his work as the biographer of Abraham 
Lincoln. 


The citation to General MeCoy is as 
follows: 
“Frank R. MeCoy, major general, re- 


tired, in the United States Army, soldier 
and diplomat, is honored as an embodi 
ment of the selfless public servant, work 
ing for his country without fanfare of 
trumpets or consideration of reward 
Among military men, he is regarded as 
one of the ablest and best beloved Amer 
ican soldiers of his time. As a diplomat 
he has won recognition both at home and 
abroad one of the nation’s most re 
spected and successful representatives. 
“Ilis distinguished achievements as a 
pacitieator, the nation’s ‘Number 
one trouble-shooter,’ he has been 
called, have been based on wide experi 
ence and trained intelligence, combined 
with certain qualities of disposition and 
character, which are found rarely in the 
conduct of international affairs. Ina 
field of activity proverbially associated 
with devious and merciless intrigue, Gen 
eral MeCoy has won his successes by the 
persuasive force of his integrity and his 
respect for the other man’s, the other na 
tion’s, traditions, background and point 
of view.

Discipline of Defense 

The discipline of defense has ceased to 
he the discipline of an Army and has be 
come the discipline of a nation, Assistant 
Secretary of War Louis Johnson de- 
elared in an address before the New York 
Hlerald-Tribune Forum 26 Oct. 

“It is true,’ the Assistant Secretary 
declared, “that the keynote of our de- 
fense policy must be flexibility : we do not 
make world conditions. It is true that as 
processes of war involve increasing strata 
of population, our defense measures must 
cover a greater segment of the national 
life. It is true that the discipline of de 
fense has ceased to be the discipline of 
anarmy and has become the discipline of 
no onation, But this very discipline, this 
very increase in area, and this very flexi 
bility, must be dominated by the ultimate 
goul: the defense of our institutions as 
we like them, This is, and must always 
be, the underlying premise of an adequate 
national defense: it is, and must always 
be, the challenge to the American Army ; 
it is, and must always be, the challenge 


to the American will to keep America 
free.” 
“In the future, as in the past,” Mr. 


Johnson said, “we must be ready to de 
fend our American policy against hostile 
intervention. In these days of the long 
range bomber and the protracted cruising 
submerine, the security that our oceans 
have afforded us against the traditional 
methods of attack, has become less potent. 
Our armed forces must therefore be 
strong cnough to defend America against 
the newer, as well as against the old, 
weapons of aggression. 

“To achieve adequate national defense 


for our Army today, we neal men. We 
need money, We need munitions. We 
need physical reserves of supplies to 


cover at least the first six months of any 
major emergency, or better, until our in 
dustry can go into mass production and 
mass delivery of war supplies. We need 
civilian factories trained in the art of 
producing munitions so as to be able to 
cuarantee our fiehting forces a tlow of 
materials throughout a war of any pro 
portions.” 


Clothing for CCC 

Robert Fechner, Director of the Civil

The new spruce green clothing included 
in the clothing purchase authorization 
will be utilized in the First, Second, 
Third, Fourth and Fifth Corps Areas. 
The program for the equipment of all 
CCC enrollees with the new spruce green 
uniform provides for the issuance of the 
new clothing to enrollees in the Fourth 
and Fifth Corps Areas on 1 October 1940. 
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The four remaining Army Corps Areas 
will be issued the new green uniform 
when they exhaust present supplies of 
olive drab clothing.

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Hawaiian Dept. Activities 

Many interesting, constructive train- 
ing features made for a busy month 
September for the large forces stationed 
on the lofty Island of Oahu garrison, 
Schofield Barracks, which houses the en- 
tire Hawaiian division, commanded by 
Maj. Gen. William H. Wilson. 

Highlighting General Wilson’s train- 
ing schedule for the month was a week’s 
intensive maneuvering for approximate- 
ly 2,500 troops on the northeastern tip 
of the island. The tactical exercise in- 
volved night maneuvering from beaches 
into higher areas in the Koolau moun- 
tain range, many defense problems in the 
Pupukea-Kahuku plateau and command 
of companies and platoons by enlisted 
men who acted in their reserve commis- 
sion capacities as maneuver officers. 

Commissioned officers supplanted these 
instances by the noncommissioned offi- 
cers assumed umpire duties. All these 
factors were part of the plan by General 
Wilson and his staff to maintain the 
command at its peak, alert and aware of 
their missions. 

Constituting the Red attacking forces 
wus the 27th Infantry Regiment, less the 
second battalion; the 1st battalion of 
the Sth Field Artillery and a platoon of 
tanks of the 11th Tank Company of the 
Special Troops Regiment. The defending 
lue forces were the 2nd battalion of 
the 27th Infantry, a platoon of tanks and 
the Hawaiian Division Pack Train. 

Before dawn Red attackers managed 
landings on several beaches. On = supe- 
rior man power and larger units they 
drove the friendly defending Blue forces 
back into their first line of defense in 
the wooded, rugged Pupukea pleateau. 
Operating from Kahuku Point, where 
they established a beach head for a pivot 
base in their attack, the Reds pressed 
forward, Heavy fighting marked battles 
on Pupukea Heights during the fourth 
night of the week's maneuver. 

Whether the enemy swept Pupukea 
and then launched successful attacks on 
Schofield itself was not known. During 
the week General Wilson inspected loca- 
tions in the field, accompanied by staff 
members, It is believed the Blue 
fenders had the edge, lodged as they were 
behind artillery fire, machine guns and 
rifles. Under good cover they could hold 
out indefinitely on the strength of the 
vital factor, supply and ammunition. 
The sure-footed animal pack train was 
able to bring stores and ammunition 
over the back mountain trails right to 
the defensive lines, 

Brig. Gen. Dan. I. Sultan, commander 
of the 22nd infantry brigade of the 
Hawaiian division, directed the field 
activities in the “war.” 

During the first week of the month 
the initial tests of the Knox Trophy com- 
petition saw three outstanding batteries 
of the 11th field artillery brigade com- 
mencing their problems as they vied with 
the army at large for artillery suprem- 
acy. Those batteries nominated to repre- 
sent the Hawaiian artillery forces were 
Battery D, 8th Field Artillery, Battery 
1), 1ith Field Artillery and Battery E of 
the 13th Field Artillery, The brigade was 
recently assumed command of by Brig. 
Gen. Donald C, Cubbison, 

Another outstanding training partici- 
pation of the Hawaiian division was 
their entry into the Department radio 
net for a two-day exercise bringing into 
action all radio sets of the army in Oahu, 
Training for the problem was preceded 
by several Division communication ex- 
ercises. Communications platoons of the 
21st and 22nd infantry brigades and the 
lith field artillery brigade were busy, 
along with aid from the 11th Signal Com- 
puny, with various phases of tests in the 
field. 

A major part of the month engaged 
infantry units in target practice on the 
beaches of Kawaihapai and Waianae. 
Machine gun and rifles were trained with 
good results on towed sleeve targets and 
the waterbourne targets towed by sam- 
pans. Participating were the 19th and 
21st infantry regiments of the 21st In- 
fantry Brigade, commanded by Brig. 
Gen. Philip B. Peyton, and the 27th and 
35th infantry regiments of the 22nd In- 
fantry brigade, commanded by Brig. Gen. 
Dan I. Sultan.

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HIE Coast Guard board designated by

The 
aviation wing comprises 10 air stations 
and 68 planes. The shore establishment 
includes 197 active Coast Guard stations, 
47 inactive stations and 3% houses of 
refuge. Training facilities include the 
Coast Guard Academy, 4 Maritime Serv- 
ice Training Stations and the Coast 
Guard Institute. In addition to these 
there are the Coast Guard Depot for the 
construction and repair of boats and ves- 
sels—radio stations—besides the admin- 
istrative offices, stores and bases. About 
1,700 small boats are attached to the 
ships and stations of the Service. 

Versonnel of the Coast Guard includes 
530 commissioned officers, 208 cadets, 542 
warrant oflicers, 11,000 enlisted men, 430 
civilian employees and 5,500 employees 
of the former Lighthouse Service, a large 
number of which will be inducted into the 
military establishment of the Coast 
Guard.

Two powerful German raiders are now 
known to be loose in the Atlantic, the 
pocket battleship Deutschland and the 
cruiser Emden. According to the radio 
operator of the City of Flint, she was 
captured en route to Liverpool by the 
former, and reports from Norway stated 
that the Emden escorted the seized ves 
el along the coast of that country, Prime 
Minister Chamberlain admitted the 
peutschland captured the Stonegate in 
the South Atlantic, Thus it would appear 
the pocket battleship has been ranging 
ielow and above the equator, probably 
&irting or crossing sea lanes. Her pas 
gage and that of the Emden through the 
gritish blockade would indicate either 
that they were favored by bad weather 
or the watch was negligent. 

Resides these surface craft, submarines 
nd aircraft continued their operations, 
rhe former increased their toll of British 
md neutral shipping to 90, totalling 399, 
“9 tous.

War On Land 

Since the German action of last week in 
driving the French out of. the areas in 
front of the Siegfried line there has been 
little to indicate that a major war is in 
progress on the Franco-German frontier. 
The French communiques continue to 
speak of “marked activity,” but the tone 
of even these has been modified to indi 
cate that the Westwall’s greatest activity 
is Vigilance rather than conflict. 

Latest reports tell of the massing of 
large bodies of German troops along the 
entire frontier facing Tolland, Belgium, 
France and Switzerland. French sources 
contend that the Reich now has some 
million and a half men in more than 70 
divisions facing the frontier. But there 
has been nothing to indicate that Chan 
cellor Hitler is ready to use his force. 
Indeed the evidence grows stronger that 
he will do nothing to give the French an 
eOXCUSE say that the Germans are at 
tacking them. French have been on 
German soil but no German has crossed 
over into French territory. There is no 
indication how successful the 
Germans have been in their attempt to 
hold down the will to fight in the French 
people, but there is no gainsaying that 
some offensive action by the Reich troops 
would help the French authorities to stir 
their war effort to a higher pitch. 

Herr Hitler’s conference with his Gen 
erals has been the source of considerable 
speculation. Reports say that a strong 
offensive has been decided upon to begin 
soon, While others say that nothing will 
be done until Spring. A better guess is 
thac the Germans will continue their de 
feusive tactics on the Westwall, while 
driving heavily against British sea power 
with submarines, aircraft, and surface 
raiding vessels, 

An interesting discussion of Germany's

tive to National Guard and CCC vehicles 
remain unchanged.

Since his critique, General Drum said, 
he had received reports of his assistants 
which indicated the following faults: 

Strength of existing units was too 
small; the absence of special units was 
a serious handicap. 

Too many essential units had to be 
improvised for the maneuvers; other 
units had to be depleted to provide 
them. 

There was need for a field foree—a 
small but well equipped and trained 
field army which should include neces 
sary aviation under the army command, 

Hquipment, already discussed, was 
now being provided in large measure. 

It is easy to obtain the highest type 
of soldier from our citizenry, but the 
orginization and training of them for 
the first phases of war would require 
longer periods of time than the produc 
tion of materiel for them. 

All ranks need knowledge of what a 
battle is. Llere, he said, is our greatest 
weakness, We do not train adequately 
for the mechanisms of battle. 

There was lick of knowledge of the 
art of handling one’s self and a group 
in night work, 

Our troops, he continued, are agyres 
sive, resourceful, and quickly absorb the 
technique of their weapons, but lack 
training in operating with other units. 

Is one drill a week and 15 days a yeur 
camp a year adequate for training? 
asked, but reminded the association 
that it might be necessary to compensate

Navy Day was observed yesterday, but 
absent was the show and ceremony of 
other years. Curtailment of public visit- 
ing aboard ships of the Navy and in Navy 
industrial establishments emphasized the 
Navy department's determination that no 
opportunity will be given for anyone to 


block any part of the construction pro- 
gram. 
From the White House, President 


Franklin D. Roosevelt addressed the fol 
lowing Navy Day letter to the Acting 
Secretary of the Navy, Charles Edison: 
“My dear Mr. Secretary: 

“It is a pleasure to commend again to our 
countrymen the annual observance of Navy 
Day in accordance with the established cus- 
tom of setthng apart the birthday of Theo 
dore Roosevelt’ for that) purpose. On this 
elghty-tirst anniversary of the birth of that 
distinguished American, it seems particularly 
fitting to pay tribute to the foresight that 
prompted him to say: ‘We ask that the work 
of upbuilding the Navy, and of putiing the 
United States where it should be put among 
maritime powers, go forward without a 
break.” 

“At one of the most tragic periods In human 


history, the United States is blessed in that 
we are at peace with all the world. That 
peace we shall strive to maintain by all 


honorable and just means, With a world in 
arms, this country is compelled as never be- 
fore to maintain an adequate and positive 
defense, The most promising way to pre- 
serve our peace lies in the ability to defend 
our sea frontiers, 

“Navy Day brings to mind my long and de- 
lightful association with the Navy. I wish 
again to express my thanks and those of my 
countrymen for the devotion to duty and the 
loyalty of Navy personnel; these qualities 
conduce to an unsurpassed morale, 

“LT should like to emphasize the confidence 
that our citizens have in their first line of 
defense. It is a faith of free men in the de- 
fenders of the democratic tradition; it is a 
trust that our eclitizens repose in a Navy that 
has never failed its country.

In New York, Brig. Gen. Irving Phillip- 
son, Commanding general of the Second 
Infantry Brigade, Fort Ontario, N. Y., 
was delegated by Lt. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, 
Corps Area commander, to place Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's wreath on the tomb of 
former President Theodore Roosevelt, and 
to make a courtesy call on Mrs. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Sr., widow of the former 
president. 

Vessels of the Navy, despite the visit- 
ing limitations, full dressed ship, while 
vessels assigned to the training of Naval 
Reservists were open to the public. 

In New York, on 22 Oct. the pre-Navy 
Day celebration was opened by speeches 
by Acting Secretary of the Navy Charles 
Edison and Rear Adm.

Addressing the Navy Council of [linois 
at Chicago on Navy Day, Rear Admiral 
Yarnell ‘declared that Naval Academy 
graduates today are better equipped for 
their jobs than were graduates of his 
day—forty years ago. Admiral Yarnell 
cited the responsibility resting on young 
officers commanding light craft of high 
speed and submarines. Tle stated “will 
ingness to accept responsibility is) a 
quality of paramount importance in a 
Naval officer, and it} comes invariably 
from being given responsible duties early 
in their career,” 

It Atlanta, Ga., Rear Admiral John H. 
Towers, USN, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, discussing the air arm of the 
fleet, said in part: 

I am an aviation enthusiast, but I hope I 
do not allow my enthusiasm to get the better 
of my judgment, and I feel it necessary to 
express a note of caution against accepting 
at their face value the many extravagant 
statesments being made nowadays with such 
catch headings as “Battleships obsolete.” 
“War can be won in 72 hours by aircraft,” 
“London doomed,” “United States open to air 
invasion,” ete, The airplane is no panacea for 
offense and defense. It has its strength, such 
as speed, bomb-carrying capacity, and elu- 
siveness, but it also has its weaknesses, such 
as weather handicap, inability to seize and 
hold land or water areas, great cost, and time 
and expense required to train personnel in 
its effective use. A nation at war is capable 
of putting out a certain “National effort.” 
This is limited by manpower, money, natural 
resources, industrial capacity, and certain 


other factors. The directions in which these 
efforts are exerted depend largely upon the 
geographical and political situations. In my 
opinion, any nation which stakes its all upon 
winning a war against a first-class nation by 
air power is doomed to disaster. | 

Do not be misled, either by aviation enthu 
siasts who have not bothered to study his 
tory of warfare, or students of warfare who 
have not bothered te study aviation. There is 
a great deal of wishful thinking behind their 
extravagant statements, It is but natural that 
many of those directly concerned with avia 
tion will praise its virtues and gloss over 
its shortcomings. It is natural that a states 
man charged with financial responsibility for 
defense will seek a method which he is told is 
cheaper and better. In addition, there is al 
ways the tendency to over-exploit the value 
of a new weapon. Give aviation its full due, 
but please do not think of disposing of the 
battleship or the foot soldier! They have set 
thed all major wars heretofore, and ino my 
opinion will continue to do so for many years 
to come, 





Cavalry Division 

Considerable interest is being shown in 
the new Cavalry Division organization in 
view of the possibility of that arm being 
allotted sufficient additional personnel to 
permit filling out the units necessary to 
complete the Second Cavalry Division. 

The First Cavalry Division, now en- 
gaged in maneuvers at Balmorhea, Tex., 
is available for the corps exercises to be 
held next Spring, but the Second Divi 
sion’s regiments are seattered at various 
posts and no Divisional headquarters and 
other “top” units are available. Horse 
cavalry received no increase in the cur 
rent expansion, but it is hoped that when 
Congress boosts the enlisted strength to 
280,000, as it probably will, the horse ele- 
ments will get their share. 

The new cavalry division organization, 
approved some months ago by General 
George ©. Marshall, chief of staff, repre- 
sents an increase in personnel and fire 
power over that previously employed. The 
peace strength of the new organization is 
338 officers as against 278 in the old divi 
sion, and 5,647 enlisted men as against 
4,873 in the old. 

The new division consists of two brig 
ades of two regiments each, but whereas 
the old regiments were composed of 12 
troops, the new ones have only six troops. 
The new division has, in addition to the 
two Cavalry brigades, a division head- 
quarters, special troops, one field artillery 





regiment of 75 mm howitzers (horse), 
one engineer squadron, one cavalry recon- 
naissance troop, one cavalry reconnais- 
sance squadron, one medical squadron 
and division surgeon’s office, one quar- 
termaster squadron, and attached medi- 
cal and chaplain personnel. 

The 60 mm mortar has recently been 
adopted as a regimental anti-machine 
gun weapon, to replace the old model 37 
mm gun which was an exceedingly diffi 
cult pack load and lacked certain neces 
sury characteristics of high angle fire. 

In conjunction with the Quartermaster 
Corps the Chief of Cavalry is planning 
to equip one troop of the Quartermaster 
Squadron at Fort Bliss, Texas, with large 
semi-trailers, each especially adapted to 
moving a squad of cavalry (S men) with 
horses and equipment. The trailers are 
also to be used for transportation of sup 
plies. Such a quartermaster troop could 
readily transport (or portée) a reinforced 
squadron 200 miles in 24 hours. At the 
end of which trip the horses and men 
would arrive not tired out but ready to 
fight. For many years the cavalry has 
transported (portéed) animals in= im- 
provised trucks with built up side rails. 
Cavalry on a reconnaissance mission for 
a corps should have some of this portée 
cavalry and mechanized cavalry. 


Ist Cav Div. Mencuver 

A streamlined heavily-armed Infantry 
Combat Team from Fort Sam Tlouston, 
Texas, arrived in camp at Balmorhea, 
Texas, Sunday afternoon to join the ma- 
neuvers of the First Cavalry Division 
which are being conducted there by Brig. 
Gen. Kenyon A, Joyce, Division Comman 
der. The Combat Team is from the Pro 
visional Second Division and is com 
manded by Col. Harrison C. Browne. It 
follows the latest Infantry organization 


and consists of the 9th Infantry Regi 
ment, a Battalion of the 15th Field Ar- 
tillery and attached Medical, Quarter- 


master and Signal detachments, 

This Infantry Combat Team was 
pitted against the horse and mechanized 
units of the First Cavalry Division this 
week in a free maneuver.
